As  you  know,  almost  all  of  the  shops  on  the  east  side  of  the  street  were  boarded  up  in  preparation  for  the  new 
building  on  the  corner  of  4th  and  Broadway.  At  the  Judson,  we  have  learned  that  the  construction  won't  even 


begin  until  2017. 


In  just  three  weeks,  the  sidewalks  have  noticeably  deteriorated.  With  no  businesses  open,  groups  of  homeless 
people  have  started  hanging  out  all  day  and  night.  I've  seen  multiple  instance  of  people  defecating  by  / in  the 
succulent  planters.  The  other  night  we  saw  one  homeless  person  performing  oral  sex  on  another!  This  is  a tricky 
block  with  so  little  commerce  and  it's  just  going  to  become  a really  bad  situation.
